 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 21

 (F) (1) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPH (2) OF THIS 3 

SUBSECTION, THE SHERIFF MAY CHARGE A REASONABLE ADMINISTRATIVE FEE, 4 

NOT TO EXCEED $25, FOR EACH INDIVIDUAL PARTICIPATING IN A GENERAL 5 

EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM AT THE DETENTION CENTER. 6 

 

  (2) A JUVENILE MAY NOT BE CHARGED AN ADMINISTRATIVE FEE 7 

FOR PARTICIPATION IN A GENERAL EDUCATIONAL DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM. 8 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 9
